SCOTT LOSER IN | 
SANITY HEARING 


Chicago J inds Verdict 
Against Him 


VS 


Killer Feces Callout Again 
After Hard Fight 


Creates Scene. by Shouting 
Not Insane” 


CHICAGO, June 26. (/)—Russell 


Scott, erstwhile Canadian financier, 
tonight was found to be sane by «a 
jury in a sanity hearing, thus pav- 
ing the way for his execution for 
killing Joseph Maurer. a Chicago drug 
clerk, in a hold-up two years ago. 

Scott by the jury's verdict faces 
the shadow of the gallows again aft- 
er a despérate fight during which he 
was once saved by being found in- 
sane. At that time he was commit- 
ted to the Chester Insane Asylum un- 
der the provision that if he should 
again become sane he was to be re- 
turned here and the sentence of death 
carried out. 


EXECUTION LOOMS 

The next step in sending him to 
the gallows is to fix the date for his 
execution. 

The jury deliberated two hours. It 
Was reported that the first ballot was 
7 to 6 to find him sane. the next 
9 to 3 and the third unanimous. 

During the hearing, Scott paid lit- 
tle atterition to the proceedings to all | 
appearances, but was aroused from 
his lethargy today when George E. 
Gorman, assistant State's Attorney, 


a letter Scott had written saying he 
had no wse for his mother. 

Scott leaped to his feet shouting 
“You're a liar, a hy te and a 
rat,” and as balliffs struggled with |. 
him, he exclaimed. “I'm not insane.”

village bank. The securities they steal 

are sent to New York, there to be dis- 
posed of by a specialist in passing off 
stolen property. Vice versa, the New 

York criminal commits his crime in 

New Jersey and sends the stolen 

to a fence in Chicago. ; 

What is true of the operations of inter- 
state criminals in the Bast and Midwest 
in this respect is true of the Pacific Coast. 
Crime has become an interstate business 
and would seem to require interstate meas- 
ures to regulate it. The first and one of 
the moét important pieces of stolen prop 
erty to present an interstate problem was 
the automobile. To meet the demand for 
a law which should give Federal officials 
power to arrest and prosecute motor-car 
thieves driving from one State to another 
the Dyer Act was adopted by Congress. 
The proposed YatesCummins Act merely

Under scientific 
culture and adequately financed such an in- 
vestment could be made to pay in time 
big returns. That the enterprise will take 
twenty or twenty-five years to mature is 
no doubt the chief reason that capital fights 
shy of it. Yet these new forests could be 
grown on cheap lands too arid or too re 
mote for more directly profitable farming. 
Mgreover the increase in the value of these 
lands, as soon as the timber is large enough 
to cut and market, is ample and sure.

Australian eucalyptus is suited. 
The climatic conditions, wind, temperature 
and moisture of its natural habitat resem- 
ble those of many of the treeless areas of 
Southern Califofnia. In Australia some of 
these trees attain a height of 460 feet. Eu- 
calypti grown in Southern California have 
reached 70 feet in twelve years and the 
growth accelerates with age. Onee firmly 
established these eucalyptus forests take 
care of themselves. 

Of all the numerous members of this 
famous family probably the jarrah—or ma- 
hogany gum tree as it is more popularly 
known—will prove the most profitable for

It is proof against 
weather and water. Being heavy’and close 
grained, of a beautiful rosy hue and capable 
of high polish, it is invaluable for furniture 
and cabinet making and panels for interior 
decoration. The homebuilder who has fig- 
ured on having a room finished in “red eu- 
calyptus” knows what a high price the 
wood of the jarrah brings. 

Other points in favor of the eucalyptus 
are its resistance to drought and heat, its 
immunity to tree pests, its fast growth, the 
employment of its leaves td distill an essen- 
tial ofl and the use of the bark for tanning. 
The tree has been, growing in favor and 
value here ever sifice it was first intro- 
duced. Bucalyptus forests for Southern 
California and the industries they would 
attract—for instance, the manufacture of | 
high-class furnituré—should not be lightly 
dismissed as a fabtastic dream. More im- 
probable things have been realized in this 
adaptable Southwest region between the 
Sierras and the sea.

in great mines where men dig 
deep into the bowels of the earth 
through strange holes filled with 
a putty-like blue clay in which the 
diamonds are embedded.

Such is the characteristic of the 
South African mines, the largest 
in the world; though some of the 
finest stones are found in river 
beds, miles from the mines. 


Diamond Has Grain 


The stonés mined in the Unite’ 
States and Canada are not found 
in anything resembling volcanic 
pipes; they are found lodse, in 
river beds and im glacial paths, 
remnants of past ages.

The Stones to be cut for gems, 
after being cleaveg, are put on a 
cutting wheel, lopped or mate 
four-square. This process is re- 
making the stones eight- 
square and so on until the entire 
brilliant of fifty-eight sides or fa- 
cets is completed. 

Only when a round diamond is 
cut to strictly scientific dimensions 
can its full brilliancy be shown. 
Science has demonstrated and 
mathematicians have proved that 
a round diamon] not cut to the 
proper proportions, will fail to 
show {ts full fire. 

No matter how free from im- 
perfections; né matter how won- 
derfally cut a diamond may be, if 
it is not of fine color, that is, free 
from common yellow or brown, it 
does not have the fullest commer- 
clal worth nor appreciative beau- 


ty.

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Causes more deaths in this country 
than any other one thing. The 
health officer, it is said, cannot do 
much to prevent heart disease ex- 
cept to give advice, but the layman 
can. “Tour heart is your own,” 


Most cases of heart disease result 
from avoidable conditions and are 
contracted usually early in life. If 
you wish to know how to avoid 
these conditions, go to your doctor 
or your dentist, or both. They can 
help you avoid heart disease if 
you go to them in time. 

“Influence and pneumonia to- 
gether stand next to heart disease 
in the number of deaths which they 
cause. Reports of tuberculosis for 
1924 have not yet been completed. 
We know that this disease killed 
78,423 im the thirty-five States from 
which reports have been. received. 
Estimating for the rest of the pop- 
ulation at the same rate, we as- 
sume that 112.000 persons died in 
the United States in 1924 of tuber- 
culosis. This, of course, is bad, 
but it ie the lowest rate we have 
ever had. If the same rate had 
prevailed in 1924 as we had in 
1900, there should have been 239.- 
000 deaths instead of 112,000, so 
you see there were proportionately 
less than one-half as many deaths 
in 1924 as in 1900. 


CONTROL OF DIPHTHERIA 

“Diphtheria is ‘a disease which 
doctors and health officers have 
learned how to control, provided 
the people will co-operate, but not 
otherwise. Based on the rates for 
thirty-five States from which re- 


mated that there were 10,7006 
deaths from dipittheria in. 1924. 
Now that is bad, but it is the lowest 
rate we have ever had. Again, if 
the 1900 rate prevailed, we would 
have had nearly 66,000 deaths in- 
stead of 10,700. In other words, 
there were proportionately nearly 
five times as many deaths in 1924. 
If parents would have their chil- 
dren Schick-tested and have the 
doctor give the § toxin-antitoxin 
treatment to those who are suscep- 
tible to the disease, there would 
not be very must diphtheria left. 
You maé@y write to the surgeon-gen- 
eral for literature on diphtheria. 
“Many people think that whoop- 

cough is not a serious disease. 
Well, whooping cough is not so 
serious for grown people or for 
older children, but it murders ba- 
bies and young children by the 
thousands. De not let your baby 
get whooping cough. 

“At the beginning of the present 
century the contro) of typhoid fev- 
er seemed almost hopeless. Today 
we are usually able to find out who 
or what is to blame, even if it is 
only a small outbreak of typhoid 
fever, However, present conditions 
indicate that there was more ty- 
ph fever in the United States in 
1826 than in 1924. and health of- 
ficefs everywhere are on the alert 
to check this tendency. 


MEASLES HARD TO COMBAT 


“Measles is a disease which is 
extremely difficult to combat in 
the present state of our knowledge. 
While there has been a genera! re- 
duction in the death rate from this 
disease since 1900, this reduction is 
not marked. and the course of ‘the 
disease ia very irregular. in- 
ability to contro] measies is due in 
great measure to the fact that 
there usually ela a period of 
about four days from the time of 
the appearance of the initial symp- 
toms to the time of the appearance 
of the eruption. Measles is com-

for Grape Mildew 


According to the Los Angeles County 
Parm Advisor's office, many grape growers 
have been a bit negligent this Spring in pre- 
cautions for mildew prevention. Mildew is 
one of the most feared diseases of the grape, 
and while periodical tm occurrence is dan- 
gerous when it strikes. Dry, warm weather 
checks it, but the prevailing cool, damp 
weather of recent weeks, coupled with a fail- 
ure on the part of mamy to reduce possible 
infection by early dusting experts say, may 
breed trouble. 

While a thorough control program begins 
in Spring with sulphur dusting, there is still 
a chance to do efficient work. Sulphur dust 
is the standard fungicide in use, the princl- 
pal requisite being that the sulphur be the 
finest ground obtainable. A recent emer-

Nursing is a physiological, not a patho- 
logical process. That is, it is a normal body, 
expression the same as breathing, sleeping 
or digestion. 

Nursing is not a disease, for which one 
must disrupt the ordinary routine of life. 

No matter what your habits of life may be, 
provided they be healthful and normal, there 
is no reason for their discontinuance during 
nursing or pregnancy. 

This holds true especially with habits of 
physical exercise. 

If one is accustomed to swimming, playing 
tennis, hiking, or is engaged in any other 
sport, nursing need not retard it. It is only 
when this function enters the realm of 
pathology, and is no longer the normal ex- 
pression of natural function, that the “do's” 
and “dont’s” are applicable.
